'The new evidence apologists for and defenders of the TT arren Cor.nission 
have been demanding for years will he disclosed and discussed In a Friday press 
conference by Harold weisberp of Frederick, ’ T d. , whose lone decade long invest- 
igation has produced this evidence. This new evidence is the result of personal 
investigation, three Freedom of Information lawsuits and in some cases repre- 
sents the government's decision to give Heisberg the suppressed evidence as an 
alternative to risking greater attention in court.

Hard, irrefutable evidence , - feisberg says, as distinpuisiied from idle pol - 

itical theorizing, proves there ''-ns more tlian one assassin and that all witting 
officials knew it while pretending the otaposite. He also says tixere vac an ircoe- 
diate campaign by these officials to blare tie Kennedy survivors falsely for 
some of the suppressions . 

Perjury, charged to specific larticipanfcs, was essential to tie noninvesti- 
gation and the conclusions new proven completely false. Those against whom these 



charges are laid include important witnesses, prepared in advance by the staff 
and FBI agents who acted as the Commission's investigators. 

Weisberg challenges all those to whom he attributes perjury to testify with 
him before any Congressional committee with jurisdiction— and under the penal- 
ties of perjury.
